The 
writer shows that during the period 
when there wae no immigration to the 
United States the percentage of in- 
crease of the native population was con- 
siderably greater than it has ever been 
during ,the period of immigration, and 
that the jack of increase of native popu- 
lation has more than counterbalanced 
the increase by reason of immigration. 
In this case the figures may have been 
so placed as to convey a false impres- 
sion even i: they did not actually lie. 
But no matter how they have been 
placed they prove that natural increase 
is a more important factor in popula- 


lation than the Amivrican idea has 
given it credit for; and that while it 
» may be all very well to cry out for a 


vigorious immigration policy, in the 
case of Canada it is very much more 
important te have a policy that will 
preserve to the country its natural in- 
crease of population.

anew country. Your correspondent, having 
vccasion to meet many of the residents of 
‘his district lately, finds that a feeling of 
dissatisfaction prevails amonget the farmers, 
and on looking beneath the surface we can 
soon arrive at the cause. It is not that 
they are dissatisfled with the country or 
with their own individual lot, but it is the 
existing order of things which they are 
powerless to remedy that causes the dis- 

satisfaction, and if we are to make the 
progress we might reasonably expect to 

with the natural advantages the country 

offers, we must have a vast improvement in 

the administration of public affairs, both 

on the part of the government as well as the 

C. P. R. The vast majority of the popu- 

jation of the Territories came here with very 

limited means, many with nothing at all, 

and they have done their share in the 

development of the country by preserving 

industry, many of them having little ex- 

perience and no previous training whatever 

for agricultaral life. Numbers of our set- 

tlers have also undertaken to raise grain on 

lands fit only for stock raising,and too many 

others depending on intermittent remit- 

tances have proved indolent and shiftless. 

Yet it ie undoubtedly trae that many of our 
inost experienced, industrious and intelli- 

gent farmers, have found it a very hard task 

to make ends meet during the past year, 

and it isnot too much to say that there is 
as much honesty and sturdy manliness 
amongst our farmers as there is in the bus- 
ines portion of the community. ‘Phe agri- 
cultural portion of our population is bearing 
infinitely the heaviest burden during sea. 

sons of depression like the present. The 
very fact that the farmer has to sell ex- 

clusively raw material counts heavily 
againet him, for he has to accept whatever 
price a combination of purchasers choose +o 
pay him; and as he is beyond all question 

the backone of the country, if the Dominion 

government and the C. P. R. do not wish to 
see retrogression instead of progression in 
the Northwest they will do well to make 
the condition of existence for the actual 
settler much more propitious thanat present. 

Here the settler is completely at the mercy 
of an all absorbiug and powerful railway 
company which, not content with exacting 
from him every cent in freight charges that 

he can possibly pay, also declines to pay 
echool or statute labor taxes on lands which 
they have sold to non-residents (from whom 
taxes cannot be collected) and on which 
they have in all cases received one and in 
most cases two payments. These lands are 
now falling back to the company through 
non-payment of annual instalments, and,true 
to its principles, the mighty C. P. R. re- 

‘ains all cash payments made, as well as the 
land,and still declines to pay taxes due there- 
on. Truely this is strangling the goose that 
lays the golden egg. The resident farmer 
enhances the value of C. P. R. lands by 
maintaining schools, making roads and im- 
proving his homestead while the company 
in return bleeds him to all intents and pur- 
poses and declines to pay a cent towards 
promoting the natural welfare of the coun 

try, but does not forget to add an extra 50°, 
ver acre Lo the price of lands which are now 
filing into their hands for the second time. 
Mr. Daly too, who could expend thousands 
of dollars in maintaining a staff of so-called 
immigration agents at the Chicago exhibi- 
tion, not one of whom knew anything of the 
country they so ably misrepresented, could 
not spare a few hundred dollars to build a 
colonization road through the hills to Beaver 
lake, which would have materially facilitat- 
ed the settlement of the country,and now he 
hat thoaght fit to close two land offices that 
were of much benefit to the settlers. This 
will indeed prove a vigorous emigration 
instead of immigration policy if continued. 
If & man in private life were to adopt 
measures of doing business similar to those 
of Messrs. Van Horne and Daly, sensible 
people would naturally conclude that he 
was developing symptoms of insanity ; for 
the respective polices of the aforsaid gentle- 
men tend directly against what they profess 
to be 8» anxious to promote viz the settle- 
ment of our country.

Jasper House last night. About 50 old 
tumers and their guests satf’down to the well 
laden and beautifully decorated tables. The 
walls of the dining room were tastefully 
and appropriately decorated with flags of 
Britain, France and the United States, 
moose and deer heads, miners pick, shovel 
and gold pan, and game bags, Esquimaux 
bow and arrows, snow shoes, mnsk ox robes, 
etc. Dinner began about 8:30. The viands 
were good and the service particularly 
prompt. D. Ross, fesident of the associa- 
tion, occupied the chair and Jas. Gibbons, 
vice-president, the vice-chair. G. J. Kin- 
naird, president of the St. Andrews’s socicty 
and 8. Larue, president of the St. Baptiste 
society occupied seats on either hand of the 
president. After the report had been con- 
cluded the president read a letter of regret 
from Major Griesbach, and proposed the 
toast of ** The Queen,” which was appro- 
priately honored. This was followed by a 
song by Jas. Gibbon, “‘ In the days when I 
was hard up.” The toast of the ‘‘ Army and 
Navy,” was responded to by Insp. Snyder, 
who remarked that although not an Ed- 
monton Old Timer, he had been in the 
Territories since 1878 S&S. Larue sang ‘‘Far 
Away ” and as an encore “‘ Say Au Revoir.” 
The toast of the Legislative Assembly was 
responded to by Messrs.Uliver and Maloney, 
M. L. A’s. The latier in his remarks in- 
troduced the subject of the Saskatchewan 
bridge and asked for information as to 
the bridge scheme of the Elmonton district 
railway company from the promoters pre- 
sent. J. R. Brenton was called on for a 
speech, but excused himself. H. S. Young, 
was called on and made a few remarks. The 
toast of ‘The Mayor and Council” was pro- 
posed by the vice-president and responded 
to by Mayor Wilson.and Councillors, Picard, 
Kelly, Edmiston. Mayor Wilson in ae 
on the questionfraised by Mr. Maloney, sai 
that the town council had been given the 
confidence of the town et the last elections. 
They were acting in whatthey believed tobe 
the best interests of the town. When they 
had completed their arrangement it would 
be submnitted to the ratepayers. Councillors 
Picard, Kelly and Edmiston spoke in the 
same strain. J. R. Turnbull recited “I 
Loved her.” C. W. Sutter sang ‘‘Clemen- 
tine,” and A. McNicol sang “‘ I’m off for 
Philadelphia in the morning.” The toast 
of ‘* Trade and Commerce ” was responded 
to by Messrs. G. J. Kinnaird, Isaac Cowie 
and Jas. McDonald. The president sang, 
** Doran’s Ass,” and ‘‘ Joe Bowers” as an 
encore. The toast of ‘‘Our Guests” was re- 
sponded to by M. McCauley, who remarked 
o1 the bridge “question that in his opinion 
public affairs should not be dealt with pri- 
vately. S.S. Taylor also spoke in reply, 
and remarked that the most progressive 
enterprises of Edmonton were inaugurated 
by Old Timers, who although not in touch 
with the east, still kept pace with eastern 
enterprise. Jas. Gibbons sang ‘ Twenty 
years ago.” W. Humberstone was called on 
and spoke shortly. The president proposed 
to purchase the picture of the Old Timers 
taken by Mr. Mathers, and a collection for 
the purpose wastaken up. S. Larue sang 
*Q, Canada.” A lively discussion was 
raised by D. Maloney as to there being a 
number of Old Timers whose faces did not 
appear in the picture. It was finally decided 
to leave that matter to a business meeting. 
The songs, speeches and toasts were then 
continued to a finish about 12 o'clock with 
** Auld Lang Syne.”
